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Does the idea of working on the Census appeal to you? You would be helping your 
community - and you would be paid to do it. 
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Over the next few months the Australian Bureau of Statistics will recruit 
30,000 part-time employees to help deliver and collect Census forms across 


the nation. 


The Census of Population and Housing is held every five years. The Census 


will be held on 8 August this year. 


The first stage of the Census recruitment drive is the employment of Area 


Supervisors. About 3,500 are needed across the nation. 


Applications for these jobs opened on 11 February and will close on 17 March. y 


Applicants are particularly being sort in rural, regional and inner city areas. 


Area Supervisors will work from 21 April to October 6. They are responsible for the recruitment, training and 
management of a group of Census Collectors. Collectors will be employed from 8 April. 


The majority of Area Supervisors will earn a total of between $1,900 and $3,300, depending on how much work is 
involved. Area Supervisors come from a variety of backgrounds. They include retired managers, former and 
serving school teachers, community workers, people working part time, parents at home with children. 


Area Supervisor need their own vehicle and telephone and a secure place to store Census materials. The ABS 
provides all training for Area Supervisors.
